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PREFACE 


The information contained in this report was developed 
for use in the Hamilton-Wentworth een Cfiicial Plan 
Process. The information was developed to be used for 
strategic planning purposes and is based on certain planning 
assumptions. This information should be used with care and 
the staff of the Regional Plan Division of the Regional 
Planning and Development Department should be consulted 
before any conclusions are made on the basis of this inform- 


ation or analysis of this information. 
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1.0 INTRODUCTION 

A computerized travel, forecasting model was utilized to 
estimate travel demands to the year 2001 for Hamilton-Wentworth's 
Regional Official Plan. The primary data requirements for 
Operation of the model are detailed spatial allocations of 
existing and future land use variables, i.e., (population and 
employment by type). This report documents the allocation pro- 
cedures and numerical data associated with each of the seven 
future land use alternatives which were identified in the Official 
Plan process. 

The study area included the entire Regicn of Hamilton-Wentworth 
as well as the City of Burlington. Land use data was required 
to the traffic zone level of detail (see Figure 1) which divides 
tnewhegion, inte 23 5e0nits ands the City of Burlington into 13, for 
a total of 148 analysis units. For ease of .comparison and summary 
purposes, a superzone system was utilized (see Figure 2) which 
aggregated the 135 traffic zones within the Region to 30 pianning 
‘divisions. An equivalency table between these two zoning systems 
can be found in the Appendix. 

Fach of the alternative development concepts for the year 
Z001 utilized common “control totals" for projected growth within 
tne Pequon wr 550,000 and 290,000 tor population and total employ- 
ment respectively. These "most likely" growth targets were 
established on the basis of past trends and expected future 
developments. A comprehensive description of the derivation of 
these overall growth rates can be found in the two interim Official 


Plan reports, Population.— Future Growth and Optiens for the Future, 
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2.0 DESCRIPTION OF ALTERNATIVE CONCEPTS 
Base year (1971) land use, to the traffic zone level, was 
required for initial refinement of the travel forecasting model. 
This data was essentially an inventory of the existing (past) 
situation and was compiled from sources such as Statistics 
Canada (census), City and Provincial enumerations (assessment), 
and “elated. transportation ustuc1esatl. A. hei. Ss ONS LEV ss., ete. ). 
Alternative strategies for growth in the Hamilton-Wentworth 
Region to the year 2001 were characterized by seven different 
development concepts. A brief description of each of these follows: 

1. The TREND Alternative was based upon existing Official 
Plans and the direction of recent development trends. This 
alternative provides for future urban development beyond 
the committed development boundary in the municipalities 
of Stoney Creek, Glanbrook and Ancaster. in acasti0n, 2 
fringe development boundary indicates an area within which 
substantial unserviced urban development will occur by the 
year 2001. 

2. The EASTERN Alternative provides for all future urban 
development bevond the committed development boundary in 
the Town of Stoney Creek. The extension of the trunk 
sewer to Winona effectively means that the area of Stoney 
Creek below the escarpment will be developed for urban 
purposes, No other municipality will, experience any urban 
growth beyond the committed development boundary in this 
alternative. 

The EASTERN Alternative reflects the present policy of 
Regional Council in the decision to approve the Winona 


trunk sewer. It should also be noted that, while it is 


difficult to be precise in interpreting Provincial 
government policy, the Eastern Alternative may conflict 
with that policy. In the Central Ontario Lakeshore 

Urban Complex (COLUC) report, it was stated that, forthe 
Hamilton subregion, "policy and program objectives pre- 
serve orchards and farmlands east of Hamilton". 

3. The third alternative, entitled "COLUC", represents an 
alternative which is considered to be consistent with the 
Provincial position as indicated in the COLUC report. 

All of the future urban development beyond the committed 

area boundary is placed above the escarpment in the Saltfleet 
Ccommunity:in the Towr of Stoney Creek, in- the Gicy- of 
Hamilton, and in the Town of Ancaster. The mountain 
industrial area in Hamilton has been extended into Glanbrcok 
in this alternative. 

4. In the SOUTH CENTRAL Alternative, future urban development 


beyond the committed development boundary is limited tc

5. in Alternative number five,the SOUTH DECENTRALIZED, Euture 
urban development beyond the committed development boundary 
is located in the Saltfleet Community in Stoney Creek, 
Hamilton, Glanbrook and Ancaster. 

6. The Sixth-alternative, the WESbERN concentrarcsetuture 
urban development beyond the committed development boundary 
primarily in Flamborough, although a small amount has been

7. The CONGLOMERATE Alternative, number seven, indicates 
future urban development beyond the committed development 
boundary in all municipalities except Dundas. The 
Conglomerate reflects the local preferences of the area 
municipalities as of June, 1976. The preferred plans of 
the area municipalities, where a preference has been 
indicated, constituted the Conglomerate. It should be 
noted that much more land is serviced for urban purposes 
in the Conglomerate than in the other alternatives. 

Development to the year 2001 in the City of Burlington was 
held constant for each of the above alternatives. A "trends" 
concept was utilized which reflects a medium growth strategy for 
the City of Burlington* with vear 2001 population and employment 


totals of approximately 240,000 and 85,000 respectively.

3.0 ALLOCATION ASSUMPTIONS 

In order to allocate the future population growth to the 
traffic zones for each Aa Seveno land Use obterpatives,, 14 
was first necessary to quantify; the spatial location of 
existing population (using 1975 assessment figures), past growth 
trends by geographical area and, expected (including committed) 
future developments within the Region. This information, com- 
bined with the following two guidelines: 

(1) *proyected, year 2001 urban populations by 

municipality for each alternative and, 

(2) total acreage (by municipality) available 

for urban Grower, 
provided the framework within which detailed population allo- 
cations were made. 

Throughout the allocation procedure it was assumed that the 
hierarchy of densities and the structural Sonaesaeson of the 
urban areas will remain relatively constant (across the alterna- 
. tives). However, it waS anticipated that the future overall 
population density in each traffic zone will increase to some 
extent, dependent on: 

(1) the capacity forecasts, which are based on the 

available area by land use type (City of Hamilton), 

(2) redevelopment potential and, 

(3) the systematic distribution of people on ae 

presently undeveloped but designated as a growth 
area for a particular development alternative. 

The allocation of employment to traffic zones was carried 


out dn a Similar manner to that of population. Werking within 


the "most likely" control total constraint, employment allo- 
cations were based on: 

(1) examination of the existing distribution of 
employment opportunities by type (sector), 

(2) past trends in employment growth by type and 
changes in Sectoral distribution, 

(3) consistent assumptions pertaining to threshold 
levels of employment required to Heeata the 
viability of various centres, and 

(4) densities Aesenateee of the type and location 
cof emoloyment under consideration. 

Insight into future developments regarding additional 

employment opportunities within the Region was gained from a 
business survey* conducted in 1975. Also, special consideration 


was given to the viable range of future jobs which could be
